NATO HEADQUARTERS, BRUSSELS. US DELEGATION WILL BE 

HEADED BY CCMS REPRESENTATIVE DOUGLAS COSTLE, ADMINISTRATOR, 

ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION AGENCY, AND ALAN BUTCHMAN, 

DEPUTY SECRETARY OE TRANSPORTATION. DELEGATION ALSO 
INCLUDES YVONNE SCRUGGS PERRY, DEPUTY ASSISTANT SECRETARY 
FOR PLANNING AND COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT, DEPARTMENT OF 
HOUSING AND URBAN DEVELOPMENT, AND MARSHALL KAPLAN, 
PROFESSOR OF URBAN POLICY AT THE UNIVERSITY OF TEXAS, WHO 
WILL PARTICIPATE WITH COSTLE AND BUTCHMAN IN THE ROUND- 
TABLE DISCUSSION OF QUOTE PROBLEMS OF INNER CITY AREAS. 
UNQUOTE.

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- US PROPOSAL FOR A NEW PILOT STUDY IN EMERGENCY 
MEDICAL SERVICES, TO BE CARRIED OUT IN COLLABORATION 
WITH THE WORLD HEALTH ORGANIZATION. 

- REVIEW OF INTERNATIONAL STAFF REPORT ON THE JANUARY 
AD HOC MEETING INCLUDING NATIONAL CCMS COORDINATORS' 
DISCUSSION OF FUTURE FOCUS FOR CCMS ACTIVITIES. 

2. AGENDA ITEM I - ROUNDTABLE. 

THE US DISCUSSION PAPER FOR THE ROUNDTABLE ON INNER 
CITY PROBLEMS HAS ALREADY BEEN CIRCULATED TO ALLIES, 

BOTH IN CAPITALS AND AT NATO. THIS TOPIC IS MOST 
TIMELY FROM THE US PERSEPCTIVE. PRESIDENT CARTER IS 
EXPECTED TO MAKE A MAJOR URBAN POLICY ANNOUNCEMENT 
DURING THE WEEK OF THE PLENARY. MEMBERS OF THE DELEGA- 
TION EXPECT TO BE PREPARED TO DISCUSS THE ADMINISTRA- 
TION'S POLICY INITIATIVES WHICH ARE THE OUTGROWTH OF 
A YEAR-LONG GOVERNMENT- WIDE EFFORT LED BY THE WHITE 
HOUSE STAFF AND HUD. THE US LOOKS FORWARD TO AN 
ACTIVE DISCUSSION OF URBAN ISSUES WITH ALLIED DELEGA- 
TIONS. TO FACILITATE THIS DISCUSSION, THE US WILL, AS 
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OTHER DELEGATIONS' PAPERS ARE RECEIVED IN WASHINGTON, 
ATTEMPT TO IDENTIFY ISSUES OF INTEREST TO THE US AND 
INFORM OTHER DELEGATIONS OF OUR INTENT TO HIGHLIGHT 
THESE POINTS DURING THE ROUNDTABLE.

US WILL PRESENT FINAL FOLLOW-UP REPORT AND OUTLINE

AREA. SUBJECT TO RESULTS OF INFORMAL SOUNDINGS DURING 
PLENARY, US MAY PROPOSE A MEETING OF EXPERTS IN MAY TO

PREDICTION. PROJECT PROPOSAL WAS DEVELOPED WITH 
SIGNIFICANT US EXPERT PARTICIPATION AND WE WILL MAKE 
STRONG SUPPORTING STATEMENT. 

B. REPORT OF THE JANUARY AD HOC MEETING. 

SUBJECTS DISCUSSED AT THIS MEETING INCLUDED ITALIAN 
PROPOSALS ON ENERGY AND SEISMOLOGY, OTHER IDEAS FOR 
POSSIBLE NEW PILOT STUDIES, AND THE FUTURE ROLE AND 
FOCUS OF CCMS. THE US BELIEVES THE DISCUSSION OF 
CCMS WAS A CONSTRUCTIVE ONE AND WOULD SUPPORT A 
SUGGESTION THAT THE FALL PLENARY ADDRESS THE ISSUE OF 
FUTURE ROLE AND FOCUS OF CCMS SHOULD OTHER DELEGATIONS 
PROPOSE IT. IF IT APPEARS NECESSARY TO HOLD A WORKING 
MEETING BEFORE THE FALL PLENARY TO REVIEW A DRAFT 
DISCUSSION PAPER, THE US WILL FAVOR THE IDEA. WE WILL

DETAILED IDEAS FOR POSSIBLE PILOT STUDIES IN THE 
GENERAL NEW AREAS DISCUSSED AT THE AD HOC MEETING.

(MONTPELLIER SEPTEMBER 1977) EXPERT PARTICIPANTS FROM 
NORWAY, DENMARK, ITALY, THE ERG, FRANCE, CANADA, 

PORTUGAL AND BELGIUM OFFERED TO CHAIR VARIOUS SUB- 
PROJECTS UNDER OVERALL US LEADERSHIP. AT THE PLENARY, 

WE WILL SEEK CONFIRMATION OF THESE GOVERNMENTS' 
CONTINUED INTEREST. FYI: FORMAL WHO CONFIRMATION OF

CUSSION OF SIGNIFICANT POLICY ISSUES AND MAJOR ACTION 
ITEMS. CONSEQUENTLY, A STAFF LEVEL MEETING HAS BEEN 
SCHEDULED FOR MONDAY, MARCH I3,TO HANDLE ROUTINE REPORTS
